Ready to Tax Foreign Income.
PARIS, June 27 The French gov

ernment issued regulations under
which a tax of G per cent la to be col-

lected on incomes received in France
from foreign stocks, bonds and secur-
ities, including government bonds.

The regulations go Into force July 1.

The law was passed in March. Since
then enormous pressure from financial
Interests has been brought to bear on
the government to delay the applica-
tion of the legislation while various
changes have been proposed.

Among the arguments put forward
It has been urged that the law would
drive out of France thousands of
Frenchmen and foreigners resident in
France who will prefer to leave the
country rather than lose the twentieth
part of the income they derive from
capital invested abroad. Other thou-
sands, it is asserted, will remain in
France and evade the law.

The regulations are intricate and
detailed. They require banks to keep
a record of all coupons, checks and
other instruments of credit used to
transfer or collect interest from
abroad.

For evasion of the law the extreme
pe'nalty Is a years imprisonment and
there is a series of heavy fines.

Child Bride Asks Decree.
CENTRALIA, Wash.. June 27.

The next to the last chapter in the
matrimonial troubles of Samuel Shove

Centralia merchant, was written
when his bride started
action in the Lewis county superior
court to have her marriage to him
annulled.

Shove eloped with Myrtle Robert
son, daughter of J. D Robertson, to
Portland, several months ago and.
since, there has been one continual
round of trouble for him In his ef
forts to keep his wife over the ob
jections of her parents, who had him
arrested on his return from his hon
eymoon.

Mrs. Shove stood by her husband
until a letter was recently read In
court from a former wife of Shove in
Seattle, who alleged that he married
the Robertson girl in less than six
months after he had been divorced
from her.

Turk Envoys Changes Faith.
CONSTANTINOPLE. Turkey. June

2". Alfred Rustem Bey de Bilinskl,
who has Just succeeded to the post of
ambassador to the United States, has
received widespread commendation In
the Turkish newspapers because he
recently embraced the Moslem faith
He has Polish blood on his father's
side, and his mother was a Miss San
derson of an aristocratic British fam
ily which has been In Constantinople
for two or three generations. Rau
stem Bey, upon becoming converted
to Mohammedanism, substituted the
name Ahmed for Alfred. The sultan
received the neophyte with great fa
vor and presented him a Jeweled
watch and chaplet.

Rustem Bey has recently been
contributor to British magazines on
European political topics. He has
had a varied diplomatic career, in
eluding service at Washington sever
al years ago as counselor of the em
bassy. During the regime of Abdul
Hamld, when the Turkish diplomats
away from home found their pay day
a hollow dream, Rustem Bey was a
strike leader with the slogan "No
pay, no work." Although he won the
fight, the government punished him
by dropping him for a time.

HATCHET;. BULLET ENDS LIFE

SMITHFIELD, Pa., June 27. Arm-

ed with a hatchet, an unidentified
Italian ran amuck, killed a fellow
countryman, also unidentified, fatal-
ly wounded Martin Hope, 75, and dan-

gerously hacked several other per-

sons. L. V. Morgan cut short the
apparently demented foreigner's ca-

reer with two shots from a revolver,
killing him Instantly.

Immodest Gowns Taboo.
SEATTLE, June 27. The general

conference of the Church of the
Brethren, which has been In session
here more than a week, concluded Its
business and adjourned to meet next
year In Hershey, Pa.

note, enclosed it in a. bottle and set
it afloat In the Clearwater.

The message was found and a tele-
gram last evening from A. L. Harper,
sheriff at Orofino, Idaho, asked the
lollce to notify his relatives.

The Hermans who live in Walla
Walla were interviewed but they
knew nothing of any relatives who
might be In northern Idaho.

The message was signed Juno Her-
man but the officers think it may be

John Herman, who formerly taught
school near Touchet and had a home-
stead there. He was sent to the asy-

lum at Medical Lake and later re
leased in care of his relatives.

The message from Sheriff Harper
is as follows:

"A note picked ud in a bottle to
day in the north fork of the Clearwa-
ter river near the mouth of the big
Weltus creek signed June Herman
of Walla Walla, Washington, stating
that he had been lost three days with
nothing to eat since the 23rd, had lost
his gun, axe and pack and nearly give
up his hopes of getting out alive. The
note was dated June 21 and gives his
location about 115 degrees 45 minutes
west longitude and 46 to 8 north lati-

tude, asks that his folks be notified.
Please notify folks and advise."
